Phyniclnn Stirs Ther Will Excel ** 


Masseurs. 


"A brand new occupation for the 


blind and one in wbicb they will excel 
the seeing is beginning to be taught in, 
the asylums," said a physician in the 
Philadelphia Record. "This is the oc- 
cupation of the masseur. The blind, 
with their delicate sense of touch and 
with their soft, supple hands, take to 
massage as a duck takes to water. 
Massage, you sec, doesn't require eye- 
sight, for the masseur's busy hands 
hide from him what he is doing. 
It 


requires just those qualities that in the 
blind are developed to an escess—an 
ability to see, as it were, with the fin- 
gers. 


"I know a blind masseur .who prac- 


tices in New York. 
His work is a 


revelation. No seeing man or woman I 
have ever met could come anywhere 
near him.

GIBRALTAR'S NEW CAVE. 


the Fa- 
Sfovel Discovery Blade In 


moan Rock. 


A most interesting 
discovery was 


made lately on tbe eastern side of Gib- 
raltar rock, a cave which from its di- 
mensions bids fair to rival tbe cele- 
brated St. Michael's cave, having been 
disclosed during the progress of blast- 
ing operations at the quarry beneath 
the Monkey's alameda, says tbe West- 
minster Gazette. The general direction 
of this cave is east and west, and its 
dimensions are approximately ooO feet 
in length and 70 feet in height, with 
a maximum width of 40 feet. 


Like most caves, it diminishes in 


height and width as it penetrates in- 
land until it dwindles to a mere fis- 
sure about eighteen inches wide, which 
can be seen to extend for some dis- 
tance farther. 
About half way in 


there 3s an upper gall.ery or smaller 
cave, which extends only a short way. 
The stalactites and stalagmites are nu- 
merous and varied in shape and size. 
In several instances they have united 
to form complete pillars. Tbe entrance 
to the cave is about 150 yards south of 
tbe eastern exit of the tunnel through 
the rock.

there are immense reservoirs there 
constructed of solid masoury which 
were undoubtedly the work of King 
Solomon.
